LEFT FINE APARTMENT RECENTLY 


Miss Elphye Snowden Hasn’t Been 
In Chorus for Year—Told Frienda 
She Had Fallen Heir to 
the Sum of $40JKX). 


New York, Dec. 27.—The young wo­ 
man named by Mrs. Abraham L. Er­ 
langer in her divorce suit against the 
head of the Theatrical syndicate, El­ 
phye Snowden, a chorus girl, Is little 
known on Broadway. 
When an interlocutory decree was 
granted by Justice Arthur S. Tomp­ 
kins in the supreme court at Nyack, 
the papers in the case were not made 
public. Neither Max D. Steuer, who 
appeared tor the plaintiff, nor William 
T. Jerome, counsel 
for Erlanger, 
would talk about the case. Mrs. Er* 
longer was also silent. 
Miss Snowden first came into front 
row prominence at the Weber ft 
Fields music hall. Afterward she ap­ 
peared in musical plays. 
Six months ago, it is said, Miss 
Snowden left a handsomely furnished 
apartment in this city and took quar­ 
ters elsewhere. About this time she 
told friends that she had "Inherited 
$40,000.” Since then she has been in­ 
visible to the gay world she 
once 
knew. 
The testimony in the Erlanger di­ 
vorce case was taken before A. S. 
Hall, of Nyack, who was appointed by 
Justice Tompkins, and on Mr. Hall’s 
recommendation the decree was grant­ 
ed. 
Mrs. Erlanger is now allowed 
$1,500 a month alimony. 
Mrs. Erlanger has been prominent 
in philanthropic work in this city for 
some years and has been active in the 
interest of the Home for Destitute 
Crippled Children, which she helped 
to found. 
She .has also been identi­ 
fied with charity work in the theat­ 
rical profession. 
Less than a year ago there was a 
public report that the head of the 
theater trust and his wife were not 
on the hest of terms and that they 
were living apart. 
Much secrecy was maintained about 
the hearings before Referee Hall at 
Nyack, which is a little town across 
the Hudson from Tarrytown.

and 
significant grim­ 
aces. 
The emperor stopped and in­ 
quired whether he and the archduke 
were not singing the bit according to 
Chick's Idea of how it should he done^ 
“My idea¥2 exclaimed Gluck. “Why, 
sire, I am the poorest walker in the 
world, but I would vastly rather take 
a walk of six leagues than be forced 
to hear a composition of my own in 
terpreted in such a way as th a t” 
Joseph IL was brave enough to take 
no notice of the criticism, hut th* 
court were quite convinced that if 
such a reproach had been addressed 
to the Clar Nicholas the composer 
would have prosecuted hi* musical 
studies from that time forth under 
the unfavorable surroundings of the 
Siberian mines.
